happy with our 14 April 1973 response on the subject of the 
information science training program (Enclosure 1) . On 
the basis of Dick's suggestion, our people have gotten 
together for additional discussions on the subject. At a 
meeting on 30 April, it was agreed (Mr. Brownman agreed 
for CIA) that, in lieu of my previous proposal, the FY 73 
arrangements set forth in the Philpott-Colby exchange of 
letters of 13 April and 23 May 1972 respectively, would 
be extended for FY 74. 


This agreement states that the Defense Intelligence School 
will provide office space for up to six persons (in 
Building T-42) , and use of classroom space in Building T-4 
for periods totalling approximately 20 weeks during the 
year. FY 74 is the last year that we can provide space for 
this effort, however, and it is recommended that space be 
sought elsewhere for FY 75 and beyond. Under this agreement, 
DIA will not provide funds or personnel, but will contribute 
housekeeping and guard service expenses that are a part of 
the School's normal overhead. This arrangement will permit 
continuation of the information science training program at 
its present substantial level for FY 74.
